Rural HRM residents, several of 
whom said they felt like second- 
class citizens, showed up en masse 
at city hall last night as Halifax 
regional council held a public 
hearing on a proposed wind-tur¬ 
bine bylaw. 

The bylaw would allow turbines 
in industrial and rural areas under 
certain rules. 

“There’s clearly a double stan¬ 
dard here,” said Jeddore resident 
Heather Doyle. She said rural res¬ 
idents will be the ones to pay the 
price of meeting wind-energy quo¬ 
tas. 

Several residents of Jeddore 
spoke out against a proposed wind 
farm in their area. They urged 
council to extend the setback dis¬ 
tance from adjacent properties in 
the proposed bylaw from 550 
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“Let’s get the right 

answers/’ coun.sueuteck 

metres to 2,000 metres to protect 
them from noise and possible 
mechanical failure. They also 
wanted council to stop any wind- 
farm applications until the bylaw 
is finished. 

Gordy Milton said the proposed 
bylaw protects only urban resi¬ 
dents. 

“You send us to turbine hell in 
a handbasket,” he said. 

On the other hand, industry 


representatives said the 550-metre 
setback is standard. 

“A 550-metre setback from res¬ 
idences is reasonable and respon¬ 
sible,” said Paul Pynn with EON 
WindElectric. 

He said he spoke with a resi¬ 
dent who lives about 550 metres 
from a recently installed turbine 
near Sheet Harbour and he report¬ 
ed no annoyances. 

Pynn also warned that if coun¬ 
cil extends the setback, further 
development of community-based 
wind projects will be difficult, if 
not impossible, to get off the 
ground. 

Council voted to send the mat¬ 
ter back to staff for a supplemen¬ 
tal report on concerns raised at 
the public hearing by residents 
and councillors. 

“I think we had this about 75 
per cent correct,” said Coun. Bar¬ 
ry Daliymple. “We still have some 
work to do.”

Life is slowly returning to 
normal in Misrata, Libya. 

Halifax-based HMCS 
Charlottetown has boarded 
three vessels in the past 
two weeks in a bid to en¬ 
force the UN arms embar¬ 
go. Previously, boardings 
had been rare. 

“The big thing about 
those boardings that we’re 
starting to notice (is) it’s 
starting to return to what 
could be considered nor¬ 
mal. We’re seeing commer¬ 
cial traffic come in, though 


rare,” said HMCS Charlotte¬ 
town Cmdr. Craig Skjerpen. 

“One of the vessels we 
boarded had quite a bit of 
food on board, diapers, that 
kind of thing. They also had 
supplies for rebuilding.” 

Misrata was heavily dam¬ 
aged and only a few 
months ago the port city 
was being shelled daily. 
Skjerpen said the Charlotte¬ 
town is seeing the positive 
effects of NATO’s efforts. 

“In this case, it’s created 
the ability for citizens 
themselves to push those 
front lines far enough that 
vessels can almost enter 
that port unfettered.” 


It’s welcome news to the 
crew of the Charlottetown 
as they prepare to wind 
down their mission. It was 
announced last week Es- 
quimalt-based HMCS Van¬ 
couver will relieve the 
Charlottetown. No specific 
date has been set for its re¬ 
turn, but a full six-month 
deployment would mean it 
would be early September. 

Already the Charlotte¬ 
town is helping the Vancou¬ 
ver get up to speed on the 
mission, Skjerpen said. 

“We’re in contact with 
the ship all the time and a 
lot of people on board are 
sending their equivalents

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The Canada Games are 
long over, but there were 
still medals to be handed 
out yesterday.

About 40 people gathered 
on the Halifax waterfront 
yesterday to rally in support 
of a Canadian ship attempt¬ 
ing to breach the blockade 
of Gaza. 

The Tahrir, which has at 
least 30 Canadians on 
board, is part of the Free¬ 
dom Flotilla 2, an interna¬ 
tional attempt to deliver 
humanitarian aid to Gaza. 

The ship was attempting 
to slip past Israel’s sea 
blockade of Gaza late Mon¬ 
day night, departing from 
the Greek island of Crete. 
The Greek Coast Guard 
boarded the vessel 15 min¬ 
utes into the journey. 

Halifax activist and jour¬ 
nalist Miles Howe, who has 
been documenting his ex¬ 
perience on The Tahrir for 
the Halifax Media Co-op, 
spoke to the crowd via 
Skype.

Public service pension plan posts surplus 


Once mired in debt, the 
pension plan for Nova Sco¬ 
tia government workers is 
now fully funded, accord¬ 
ing to a new report. 

Figures for the fiscal 
year ending March 31, 
2011, show the plan now 
has a $10.6-million surplus, 
its latest annual report 
says. 

As late as December 
2009, the fund had a $1.5- 
billion deficit. 

Finance Minister Gra¬ 
ham Steele, in a letter dat¬ 


ed June 30, attributed the 
improvement to the gov¬ 
ernment’s decision to 
make changes to the Public 
Service Superannuation 
Act and improved invest¬ 
ment performance. 

The pension fund 
achieved a return on in¬ 
vestments of 11.1 per cent 
in the most recent fiscal 
year. 

In the spring 2010 budg¬ 
et, Steele said the govern¬ 
ment would borrow $536 
million to bolster the plan,

which he described as un¬ 
sustainable.

OTTAWA. A new study 
suggests more than one- 
quarter of the 7.5 
million eligible voters 
who did not cast a ballot 
in the May 2 federal 
election said they did 
not do so because they 
were not interested in 
voting. 

Statistics Canada 
found another 23 per 
cent of the non-voters it 
surveyed said they were 
too busy to vote. 

The most common re¬ 
sponse for not having 
voted, that people were 
“not interested in 
voting” (28 per cent), al¬ 
so includes feeling their 
vote would not have 
made a difference in the 
election results. 

The 23 per cent who 
said they were “too 
busy,” includes having 
family obligations or 
having a schedule 
conflict at work or 
school. 

Another 10 per cent 
told Statistics Canada 
they were out of town or 
away, while eight per 
cent reported they did 
not like the candidates 
or campaign issues. 

Roughly four per cent 
said they forgot to vote, 
while a little more than 
one per cent said they 
did not vote because of 
religious beliefs.

Once you've amassed 
enough sand for your 
dream castle, start at 
the top and begin 
carving out the 
details. “Small details 
are often more aston¬ 
ishing than massive 
structures,” Gonzales 
said. “Apply finishes 
such as tile roofs or a 
pebble design to the 
facade.”

Trim levels Engine 


The brand new sheetmetal that has been 
sculpted for both Impreza sedan and wagon 
models does not extend to the Impreza-based 
(and rally-inspired) WRX/STI lineup, which 
were updated separately for the 2011 model 
year. 

That being said, base Imprezas now feature 
the kind of bolder, broad-shouldered flared- 
fender styling that’s similar to that of the WRX. 

As well, the front and rear clip and sedan 
roofline are reminiscent of the larger Legacy. 


Subaru will likely introduce no fewer 
than four distinct trim levels and bulk up 
the base version with air conditioning, 
tilt/telescoping steering wheel, remote 
keyless entry plus the usual power-oper¬ 
ated controls. 

From there the sky’s the limit, topping 
out with the Limited wagon model with 
leather seats, unique 17-inch alloy wheels 
and a premium audio package, to name 
just a few of the potential highlights. 


The Impreza’s engine displaces 2.0 litres and 
generates 148 horsepower. Compare that with the 
previous model’s 170-horsepower 2.5-litre four-cylin¬ 
der. Despite the engine’s obvious drop in power, Sub¬ 
aru claims that the 2.0 will still provide lively 
performance due to reduced vehicle weight. 

The biggest improvement, though, is the anticipat¬ 
ed 30-per-cent improvement in overall fuel economy, 
estimated to be 8.71/100 km in the city and 6.5 on the 
highway. This is competitive with the class leaders, 
despite the fact that the Impreza is all-wheel-drive.

Through good econom¬ 
ic times and bad, the 
Japan-based automaker’s 
sales chart consistently 
points upward as more 
buyers become convinced 
that all-wheel-drive is the 
way to go. For Subaru, this 
method of propulsion is 
quite literally the only way 
to go since it’s standard on 
every vehicle the company 
sells. 

But there’s no time for 


laurel-resting here. 

Sure, the sales figures 
don’t lie, but the fact is 
that while Subaru’s Legacy 
sedan and its Outback and 
Forester wagons have 
been flying off the shelves, 
the Impreza’s popularity 
has not been quite so dra¬ 
matic.

The XC90 was Volvo’s shot 
at machines like the Mer¬ 
cedes ML, Audi Q7 and Acu- 
ra MDX. A premium 
four-wheel drive SUV, it 
boasted uniquely rugged 
styling, available V8 power, 
and a long-lived reputation 
for safety and occupant pro¬ 
tection. 

At launch in 2003, two 
turbocharged engines were 
available — namely a 2.5- 
litre turbo five-cylinder en¬ 
gine with 208 horsepower, 
or a 2.9-litre turbocharged 
straight six with 268. Look 
for a five-speed automatic

and AWD with both en¬ 
gines. 

A 3.2-litre straight-six 
with 235 horsepower was 
also available in later years, 
fitted with a six-speed auto¬ 
matic, and a 4.4-litre, 311- 
horsepower V8 engine was 
added to the lineup later in 
the XC90’s life. 

Look for the XC90 in five 
or seven-seat configura¬ 
tions, and with features like 
heated leather, premium 
audio, a sunroof, self-dim- 
ming rearview mirror, key¬ 
less engine start, heated 
mirrors, bi-xenon lights and

plenty more. 

What Owners Like 

XC90 owners typically rave 
about sport-sedan road 
manners, smooth and re¬ 
fined performance, and a 
safe and stable road feel 
with plenty of traction in 
virtually any condition. 

Performance with the V8 
engine is also highly rated. 

Common Issues 
Start your XC90 test drive 
with an inspection of the 
interior, ensuring all elec¬ 


tronics work as expected, 
and that no trim pieces are 
missing or broken. Check 
for proper operation from 
the stereo and climate con¬ 
trol system. 

A full check-over by a 
Volvo-trained mechanic is 
also advised. Have said me¬ 
chanic check for excessive 
tire and brake wear, the 
condition of the suspension 
system, and for any fluid 
leaks from the engine, 
transmission, transfer case 


or differentials. 

Note that well-docu¬ 
mented transmission fail¬ 
ure issues with the 
T6-powered models should 
be considered when shop¬ 
ping for a used XC90. 
Where possible, avoid a 
used XC90 with the T6 en¬ 
gine. 

Higher-mileage tur¬ 
bocharged XC90s should be 
checked for turbocharger 
condition by a mechanic or 
mechanically-inclined 


friend. A turbocharger re¬ 
placement will run into the 
thousands of dollars, so 
avoid any XC90 that 
smokes at startup or under 
hard acceleration, and be 
sure to check inside the 
“charge pipe” coming out 
of the turbocharger for 
pooling oil. Where mainte¬ 
nance is concerned, the 
XC90’s naturally-aspirated 
3.2-litre engine will likely 
be the cheapest to run. 

The Verdict 

Comfort, styling, capability 
and safety will be the most 
compelling reasons to 
check out an XC90 as a used 
buy. Major issues are well 
documented, and shoppers 
avoiding the T6-powered 
model can likely expect a 
relatively affordable used 
premium SUV ownership 
experience.

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Improving society improves road safety 


Living in a tight-knit com¬ 
munity has several advan¬ 
tages, but here’s one you 
may not have considered: 
you’re less likely to be 
lcilled in a car crash. 

It’s a benefit of “social 
capital,” according to 
Matthew Nagler, associate 
professor of economics at 
the City College of New 
York, who says that public 
policies that strengthen 
communities could reduce 
traffic deaths. 

“Social capital describes

the strength of connections 
that people have with each 
other in a community,” Dr. 
Nagler says. 

“It’s connected with a 
number of important out¬ 
comes, such as health, low¬ 
er rates of teen 


pregnancies, drugs and al¬ 
cohol, and economic pros¬ 
perity. It’s like (monetary) 
capital but with people in¬ 
vested in the community.” 

The idea started in 2000 
with an article in a French 
newspaper. 

“The piece said that we 
in France are just disas¬ 
trous, people have no toler¬ 
ance, we cut each other off, 
we’re rude to each other 
and we have a lot of fatali¬ 
ties, but people are more 
courteous in Scandinavia 


and have a lower rate of fa¬ 
talities,” Dr. Nagler says. 

While the article was 
simply an opinion piece, it 
caught the eye of John Heli- 
well, a professor at the Uni¬ 
versity of British Columbia, 
who did a short study and 
found fewer traffic fatali¬ 
ties in countries where sur¬ 
vey respondents said other 
people could be trusted. 

Dr. Nagler took this 
study to the next step. 

He used over 10 years of 
data from 48 U.S. states, ac¬ 


counting for variables such 
as alcohol consumption 
and driver age. 

He found that, in states 
and in years with higher 
levels of social capital, 
there are lower rates of 
traffic incidents. 

“It largely has to do with 
courtesy and the way peo¬ 
ple behave when they feel 
they can trust other people 
on the road,” Dr. Nagler 
says. 

“If drivers feel that they 
relate more to other peo¬ 


ple, they’ll yield at intersec¬ 
tions, they’ll wave, they’ll 
be more polite, and that 
translates into greater safe¬ 
ty. If you don’t trust other 
drivers, you’re more likely 
to cut them off, speed up 
and tiy to get to an inter¬ 
section first, and you’ll see 
higher rates of accidents. 

“I’m able to conclusively 
argue that it’s not just a 
correlation, but it really is 
the degree of social capital 
that is responsible for the 
safety outcomes.”
